Paris, Dec. 19 (AP)—Germany's powerful counteroffen­ 
sive has stormed at least 20 miles into Belgium through U. S. 
First Army lines, driving in a broad flanking threat to 
Aachen, and heavy costly fighting still raged today along the 
60-milc assault front. 
Supreme headquarters’ security cloak still concealed 
whether this bold onslaught powered by massed German 
reserves and supported by a new vengeance weapon of an 
undisclosed type had yet been checked. 
But one report placed the Germans 20 miles or more in­ 
side Belgium and 25 miles south and slightly w’est of Aachen. 
British Typhoons, it said, swooped on a score of Nazi ar­ 
mored vehicles “west of Stavelot,” a town 18 airline miles 
and nearly 22 by road from the Reich frontier. 
Destroy 112 Nazi Tanks 
Here the First Army, fighting desperately and given 
magnificent air support that destroyed or damaged 112 Nazi 
tanks and armored vehicles, had been forced back 15 miles 
or more.

Fighterbombers of the U. S. Ninth Air Force alone de­ 
stroyed 95 enemy tanks and armored vehicles, with which 
Von Bundstedt speared the German onslaught, and damaged

dreds along the U. S. Ninth Army front as well as the dented 
First Army lines. The Germans lost at least 45 planes, bring­ 
ing their total losses for two days to close to 200.

The First and Ninth Army fronts were athunder with 
antiaircraft tire and the explosions of new type V-weapons 
which the Nazis hurled against forward as well as rear areas, 
a front dispatch said.
